HAVANA (vin Key West), Feb 9.—The
varlous reporta and statements of Captain
General Wesler snnounecing the pacification
of tho province of Pinar del Rio and the al-
mosl complete disappearance of the Insure
gents In that part of the Island are f{ar
from belng borne out by the facts. As In
timated In these digpatehes when the Span-
ih commander tnade the remarks clited, If
Pinar del Rio was as quiet as he aileged it
to be, what han become of the arma, horees,
ammunition, stores, ete., of the 7.000 men
whom he admitted were under arms there?
An a matter of fact, the Insurgent forces In
Pinar del Rio seem better off, mors thor-
oughly cquipped and dieciplined than at any
previous stage of the campalign. In wupport
of this assertion the following statements
have been gathered from the most reliable
ROUTEen ]

“In the nelghborhood of Catalina and Las
Cuevas are the Insurgent leadera Varona
Iivero and Luls Peres, with about 1,200 men,
well armed and having plenty of ammuni-
tion, though poorly clad. 1u the rone of
Jaucia and Mula Is the insurgent leader
Lazo, with 600 men, In the districts of
Bayas, Rlo del Medio, Maganacos, Pena
Dianca and Pan de Azucar are various
groups of Insurgents with a total of over GiOb
men under Videl Ducasl. At the heights
of Gobernadora and the Slerra Delrosario,
the Insurgents are under the command of
Brigadier General Ruls Rivere and the lead-
ers Jose Manuel Barrio and Perico del Gado.
They conslst of Infantry and some cavalry,
and there are about 800, At Soroa ls a
foree of insurgents under Antonio Nunez.
Nunez, however, is also gald to be wounded,
Al the Lomn Helghty Is the Torro Bermuidaz
band and at Baynte and in the JAlstric: of
Punto Brava are the Insurgents under Gars
raga and Lucas Mprtinez. The Insurgent
leader, Frederico Nuneg, 18 4t Las Mangas,
and near Arabin la Carlota aud Artemisa
are Insurgent forces under Lorsgu. “‘These
forees alone, those of the known leadors of
the Insurgents in the field, are estimated to
number about 5,000 men and yat the captain
;iw:ﬂrnl cinims that Ploar del Rio is ‘paci-
fled,’

YIn addition to these forces |8 a strong
body of Insurgents which geems to have mys-
teriously disappeared from the neighborhond
of Havana. The wherealbouts of this force
i exciting much attention and ig kKnown ta
be causing the Spanish staff considerable
anxiety, The friends of the insurgents in-
timate that a big surprise is belng preparid
for Captain General Weyler when he tries
to return to Havana,

DYNAMITE FOR A TRAIN.

On February 1 the insurgents destroyed
by dynamite a culvert situated at n point
about 115 kilometers from here between Taco
Taro and Bacanagua, Pinar del Rio. At the
moment of the explosion, when a traln was
pagsing over the culvert, the englue fell
through. The culvert was totally destroyed
and one passenger on the traln was killed.
The engineer. two fifemen, a captain of the
artillery, volunteers, Suarez and five sol-
diera of the battalion of Asturias were seri-
ously wonnded. Two of them have since
died of the injuries thus received. In addi-
tion eight soldicrs wera slightly wounded.
They were gent to Palacoos, as were the rest
of the wounded. The exploglon caused a
panie among the passengers, who were
eventually transferred to another train, The
line was Interrupted on Tuesday.

THonesio Ysarragerre, a well known In-
surgent, surrendered last week at Trinidad.
He was dmmediately liberatad on the captain
general’s decree, but was again arrested at
Union with a companion, Caclnlro Vivas
Owing to the campalgn of Laluchn thousands
of persons are belng vaccinated dally
throughout the entire province. In splte of
this, it Is asserted, akout 5,000 cuses of
smallpox exist In Havaua, and during the
takt four days thirty persotis, or 8§ per cent
of the entire mortplity, have died from this
diseaze. During the menth of January at
Jaruco alone out of 362 deaths 317 were due
to smallpox.

General Weyler, from Las Cruces, marched
to Villa Clara, capital of the province of
Santa Clara, and it was reported from Villa
Clara that he will push un to Placetas and
Remoedlos,

Advices from Remedlos say that General
Maximo Gomez has moved from the district
of Sanetl Spiritus, to Lasiguanea, which
caused rumors to be cireulated of a probable
conlerence between the generals, and event-
ually the concluslon of peace. But thi=
has slnce been denied from Insurgent
HOUTCeS, All the rumors published about
prominent home rulers and former leaders
of the ten ypars' war being engaged in treal-
lue for peace are entively without founda-
tion, und are only inspired by the Diarlo de
la Marina, and perhaps reproduced by some
of the correspondents here,

AFTER SOMETHING TANGIBLE.

All the statements to the contrary. L can
be affirmed on excellent authority that the
\nsurgents expect in the long run to win
gomething much more tangihle than the “'re-
forms” proposed by the Spanish government
it {s reealled that the Diario de Ia Marina
during the captain generalship of Calleja,
announced that the lattey had the intention
of golng a great deal further in the direction
of glving Cuba home rule than outlined by
the cabled reports of reforn
scheme just proclaimed in Madrid. The
Spaniards here, It cannot be deniz=d, are
heartily sick of the war, excepting  only
those who are making muney otit of the revo-
lutlon. ‘Then there Is another class pnxioua
for the war to contlnue—those who hope to
better themselves conslderably should the
insurgents trivmph.

General Gonzales Munoz is upon the polnt
of returning to Spain on Jeave of absence.
His example i8 to be followed by Generals
Basana Bernal, PPen, Flgueron and Losas
in March, These officers, the friends of the
insurgents clalm, see abeolutely no chance
of glory In Cuba and considerable danger
of disgrace, to say nothing of discase and
wounds, Conseguently, thele enemies add,
geeing that the Insurgents must eventually
triwmph by the machete or otherwlise, Lhey
are adopting the policy of rats when tho
latter become aware the ship Is on the polnt
of sinking.

As this dispateh 18 sent It has becomg
known that some of the most prominen
of the home rule leaders, after consulting
together over the veforms  projected for
Cuba, succeeded in sending a cable mes-
gage to the Madrid government requesting
the latter to radleally amplify the reforms
geheme, adding that under it present form
thet > Is no chance of Its meeting the wishes
of the Insurgent leaders and bringing about
the pacification of Cuba.

TALK ABOUT THE TREATY

———

Arbitration Up for Discussion in Benate
Executive Bession,

ABROGATE THE CLAYTON-BULWER TREATY

Come Senntors Are Worrled Decnuse
Heporin of the Secret Sessions
Get Ont—Trying to Find
the Lenk.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 0—The most Im-
portant development concerning the con-
gideration of the arbitration tréuty by the
ponate In executive sesslon today was the
offering of an amendment by Senator Mor-
gan of Alanbama, providing for the abroga-
tion of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and the
epeech by the senalor in favor of this propo-
sitlon. Benator Morgan declared that the
conditions _ which called forth the Clayton-
Bulwer treaty bad long passed away. It
was no longer binding on elther natlon, nor
was it of any use or value to this nation,
though It might be of Importance to Great
Britain In case the Nicaragua canal was
construeled.  With the treaty now under
consideration, he sald no doubt the question
of the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer
treaty In eMect would have to be submitied
to arbitration. While the old trealy was
obsolete and disregarded, yet it was still
used ax a menace and bugaboo to the Unlited
Stntes whenever the construction of the
Nicarngua canal was advocated., Great Brit-
ailn, declared Benantor Morgan, had violated
the trenty and abrogaled It by occupying
n portion of the territory of Honduras, Great
Britain would use the treaty of arbitration
to her advantage, and the Bulwer-Clayton
treaty would be used in the same wny, unless
It was declared vold. Ther¢e was no better
oecaglon for abregating the Clayton-Bulwer
treaty than by so providing In this arbltra-
tlon treaty, sald Mr, Morgan.

Another Important amendment was offered
by Senator Bacon of Georgla, It provides
for & modifieation of article viil, 20 ag to re-
lieves the southern etates from any obllgations
that might arise under the bonds LeEued In
tho reconstruction days., The amendment
wasg the result of a conference among the
gouthern senators, who concluded that the
article, as It now stands, might render it
possible to mako these bonds, when held
hy subjects of Great Britnin, the object of
arbltration. Mr. Bacon sought an opportunity
to address the senale on the amendment,
but was prevented by the fact that Senator
Morgan held the floor all day.

When Senator Morgan renewed his re-
marks he stated that the trealy bafore the
zenate should e amended 50 as to exeept
in definite terms the Nlearagua canal and
everything relating to that enferprise. He
dwelt at length upon this phase of the treaty
and read from a number of reports bearing
on the subject, showing the Interest of the
United States in that part of the continent,
which the senator declared was more vital
than any treaty that could be made with
Great Britain. Mr. Morgan concluded his
epeoch at 5:30, but said he would discuss
other phases of the treaty before a vole was
reached.

MORE AMENDMENTS.

A number of amendments have been pre-
pared, which will be offered In the course
of the debate, Among them is one directing
that all sublects of arbitration must first
be submitted to the president and the sen-
ate, belng sent to the tribunal provided for
in the treaty. Another excepts from matlters
subject to the treaty the Alaskan boundary
dispute, nlso any controversy as Lo the
boundary line In the stralts of Fucha, which
soparate Vancouver isiand [rom Washing-
ton state. The friends of the treaty did not
enter the debate today. During the day
Senator Teller stated that he wanted It
understood that the sllver men were not
cpposing the treaty as sllver men, and that
no opposition was heing made to It becauss
it affected the silver Interests. There were
other and sufficlent grounds upon which to
base thelr objectlons.

The suggestion ralsed by Senator Danlel
as to whether the difference In the price of
silver and gold should be the subject of arbi-
tration did not recelve much conslderation.
The proceadings cdnnected with the con-
glderation ol the treaty on Its merits were
today less varled and exciting than on yes-
terday, and It was [mpossible to hold the
sepatore In thelr seats while it proveeded.

The enrly part of the session, however,
was by no means so devoid of interest. The
first two hours were glven to a discusslon of
the full reports of yesterday's secret soesion
that were printed in the papers this morn-
ing. Benpater Vest sprang thls subject as
poon as the confirmations were dispospd of,

TRY TO FIND THE LEAK,

The time was devoted to a senatorial dix-
cussion of the methoils of the mudern news-
paper, which was more In' the nature of
tault finding than of eriticism of thelr age-
cureey, The reporiers wore generally com-
plimented for their accuracy and o majority
of the remarks were devoted to an effort to
explain their appearance. Senator Vest ne-
serted that no one but a tralned newspaper
man could give the proceedings in such de-
tall as sent out by the Assoclated press and
contended that an expert must be employed
somewhere in the chamber. He complained
quite Dbitterly of the appearance of
such  reports  as  derogatory (o the
dignity of the senate, He was fol-
lowed by Heuators Hale and Hoar In the
same strain,  Senator Gallinger sald that
If as full reporis as today's were to be given
out It would be beiter to open the doors and
Invite the world to be present.

Benator Teller suggested the wisdom, in
the absence of open eceslons, of allowing a
few seleoted reporters to be prexent, saying
thet his experience with the profession
was such as to convince him that they
could be depended upon to deal fairly and
honorably with the seauate.

Senutor Hill did not fafl to take advantage
of the opportunity to “paint the moral"” as
belng that his motion for open doors ghould
have beery adopted. He said 1t was clalmesd
the (reaty was an unprecedented aceom-
plishment in diplomacy. Even | this was
trie, he sald, It was alko true that the genate
had taken an almest unprecedented step I
making the treaty Itself publle. Why not
egxtend the polley to the extent of having
open  discuralon of L, He, however, re-
fralued from renewlng his motlon to (hle
effect. When overy ong bad talked on this
pelnt who manifested a dsposition to do so
Henator Moergan was permitied to proceed
with his speech on the treaty as such.

It Is probable the treaty will not be taken
up agaln before Friduy, and poaribly Its
conslderation will not be resuvmed this week,
Temorrow will be devoted to the count of the
glectorsl vole, and Senator Sherman has
agreed to yleld 1o Benator Lodge on Thurs-
day to get up the conference report on the
immigration bill

last electlon, the free colnafe of silver and a
double standard of wvale®  Referring to
Senator Chandler, he sald the proposition
was thrust upon the lpeoming preaident by
a sepaior  who hal:  bitterly op-
posed his nomination, and “hnt
that sopator had besn  sistdined  and
senonded by the chalrman of the national
domoeratic committee. “'1:.11- proposition s
born of all thoze who loves it not,” he said,
“More than onpe-half of Its opponents in
the senate,”” he added, *had been repub-
licans, while free sliver foen, WwWho would
work to bring It to nmught, voted for It."
He continued: “The stilfed phrases of a
platform dietated by half-mature thought in
June should be 1Bad in the blazing light
of the November victory. No responsibllity
rested on this congresa In the rmatter, nor
ghould a democratic president bBe called
upon to elgn it. The wishes of gold dem-
oerats, who had been the allles of the rTe-
publicans and who had declared for the
glngle gold standard, should be consulted.
“Other planks of the 8t. Louls plat-
form; those relating to Cuba, to Immigration
snd others, having been digregarded, why,
he asked, should congress rush to [uifill
thie single plank? This was not the time,

FIREMAN THOMAS KRAUSE IS KILLED

Engineer W, H. Van Noy Reovives Fatal
Injurien

ACCIDENT OCCURS IN THE CITY LIMITS

Train Was Running at the Rate of Thirty.
Fivo Miles an Hour

MANY NARROW ESCAPES FOR TRAINMEN

Passengers Were Nadly Shaken Up

and Searved, but None Recelved
More Than Very Slight Injuries
—Rallroad Loss Quite Heavy,

While running at a specd of thirty-five
miles an hour, Unlon Paeclfle eastbound
overland fyer Jumped the track about 100
yards west of the Twentleth street viaduct
shortly before 6 o'clock last evening, and,
bumping along the tles for a train’s length,
plled up In an indiscriminate ma=a, Fire-
man Thomas Krause yvielded up his life and
BEuglneer W. H. VanNoy lics In a precarious
rondition at St hoepital, ‘The
puzeengers escaped with slight injuriea.

The traln is due In Omahn at 4:456, and
a8 i8 usual after leaving Summit siding, tho
speed I8 quickened into the olly, Juet west
of the viaduct there a separation of
the varlous trocks used for the ‘relght and
paseenger tralns known ag a “puzele’ awiteh,
A short distance beyond the awitch there I8
A sharp curve Into the freight tracks while
the passenger track remains nearly straight.
It was here that the engine left the tracks.

The accldent was witnessed by switch
tender Willlam Henn, a lamp man, Will-
lam Lamb, and a crow of section men who
were engaged In repalring the tracks a
short distauce away. Running to the front
end of the traln they found the englonear
VanNoy, had becn thrown several feet to
one side of the track and that his mam-
moth machine had crushed entirely through
a small switch shanty and had turned
over upon one slde.

VanNoy wag picked up in an Insengible
condition and removed to the haospital,
where hopes hls recovery are¢ enter-
talned.

FIREMAN DEAD WHEN FOUND.

Fireman Krause was found wédged In be-
tween the engine and tender and was dead
when removed. No limbs were broken and
death is supposed to have been caused from
gealdipg by escaping steam. He was ten-
derly picked up by the road attaches and
lnter removed to the morgue.

The heavy train, wkich consists of nine
mall, baggage and sleeplng cars, was ar-
ranged in zigzag shape over the track bed,
the rails for alnost the entlre distance
traveled by the train after leaviog the
track being torn (rom their tleg and fsh-
plates and twisted into fantastic shapes,

In the first car, which was a United States
mail coach, were H. 1. Harrison and T. A.
Hailey. Both had narrow escapes, bt
¢ome through the accldent unscathed with
the exception of a eevere shaking up. The
front end of the coach was splintered and
crushed and a heavy brake bar was forced
up through the foor narrowly missing Har-
rison, Mall sacks were piled arcund in the
greatest confusion, but none of them de-
stroyad, .

In the second car, which Is also a mall
car, . D. Johnson bhad charge, The crew
conslsting of thrae men escaped unhurt. ot
the remaining cars in the Yrain all Jumped
the track but two chalr cars and o tourlst
gleeper, Outslde of the engine the damage
was inconstderable, with the exeentlon of
the twisting off of n number of trucks from
under the slespers,

RAILROAD OFFICIALS NOTIFIRD.

As soon as the aceldent was reported at the
headquartess of the company, S8uperintendent
. J. Nicholas and Diyiglon Superintendent
Sutherland went  Immedlately to  the
grounds. The wrecking crew in the lower
yards was summoned and went to work
with the leanst possible delay. A stub train
was run down to the scenp of the accldent
from the Union depot, and the paxscngers
and mall sent on to thelr destinations wilh
a delay of scarcely over an hour.

The train wrecking crew was placed In
charge of Yardmaster R, MeNell. ‘When aps-
proached upon the subject of the manner in
which the accldent had otecurred MeNell
refused to reveal the name of the switch
tender or any other facta In the ease. Ha
gald: “You'll not get any Informatlon out
of me. | refuse to talk. Get your informa-
tlon the best way you can'

SWITCH TENDER'S STORY.

It wais lewnrned that the accoldent wns
lnrgely due to switch te nder Willlam Henn.
He was seen in hin shanty shortly afters
wards nnd gave the following version of the
accldent: “*Thers has been n large number
of extra fielght tralos running bhetween
